Now integration is 
a few changes in operation. All 
three universities are now using the 
same security system for academic 


portals (adapted from Bloom 


U), new wifi (adapted from Lock 
Haven) and students are having 
to find new ways to acquire their 
accommodations for learning 
support. While these aren’t all 
bad changes, students have been 
struggling with the change because 
it’s all new. “It’s definitely different. 
There ate now more hoops to 
jump through,” said senior Zach 
McCloskey. 
Integrated classes are not 
completely new for those who 
have transferred or had to seek 
classes elsewhere before, but for 
some students, it’s an adjustment. 
Angel Garcia said he has noticed 
that integration is affecting the 
way he has been learning. By that, 
he means that some professors 
are having to change their ways 
of teaching to accommodate half- 
in person, half-online classrooms 
they are not used to. Professors 
are tasked with having to meet the 
demands of teaching students in 
the classroom, and paying attention 


to their computer that is hosting 
students on Zoom. In addition, 
professor availability appears to 
not be as flexible as it used to be, 
especially because students between 
the campuses are on different levels 
of completion due to difference in 
academic programs. “As a student, 
sometimes it’s difficult to schedule 
office hours and operate in a class 
on something that they already 
know of/are prepared for,” said 


Gatcia. 

McCloskey has experienced 
similar issues in his classes, 
although they are completely 


online through BOLT (Bloom U’s 
academic portal). In McCloskey’s 
case, he is in a situation that is sort 
of “up in the air” as there was a 
miscommunication in levels of 
knowledge among students, leaving 
students completely scattered in 
the class. McCloskey doesn’t seem 
to see that as a make or break issue 
in his opinion. “It’s a rough patch, 
this is the first semester integrated.

It’s going to take a little adjustment 
to get used to,” he said.

the minds of students. For some 
departments that were lacking the 
professors needed for students to 
finish their degrees on time, this 
is no longer a problem. Students 
now also have access to more 
classes that they otherwise wouldn’t 
have the opportunity to take with 
a guaranteed transfer credit. It’s 
a little rocky right now for the 
students between the campuses, but 
ultimately, adjustment should help 
students finish their degrees with 
ease. Garcia would like to remind 
people to “be patient and trust the 
process” as they maneuver through 
these new experiences.

On Thursday August 25, Dr. 
Joni Frater and Esther Lastique 
came to Mansfield University as a 
part of their Sex Ed Boot Camp 
route. They gave students free 
condoms and pamphlets about 
sex, and they also showed students 
some statistics about violence 
in the sexually intimate world. 


These statistics are important to 


know because they may help save 
someone’s life. 

* Nearly 1 in 4 women in the 
US. reports experiencing violence 
by a current or former spouse or 
intimate partner at some point 
during her life. 

* About 86% of sexual assaults 
on campus are committed by an 
acquaintance of the victim. 

* Less than 5% of the completed 
or attempted rapes are brought to 
the attention of campus security or 


law enforcement. 

* Students who are sexually 
assaulted are most likely to tell their 
friends or family first. 

° The 
perceived and real stigma of having 


desire to avoid the 


been victimized deters reporting. 
Itis important to knowis alcohol, 
drugs and hooking up are a no-win 
combination. Substances lower the 
intensity of sexual responses and 
numb brains. Alcohol and drugs 
do not equal consent, so respect 


potential intimate partners and get 
consent. 

STIs are sexually transmitted 
infections such as gonorrhea and 
herpes. Frater and Lastique shared 
statistics on STIs that are important 
to know because it can help deal 
with them. 

¢ There are 14 million new cases 
of HPV in the US each year. Forty- 
nine percent of those cases are 
people between the ages of 15-24 
years old.

Water Capacity Critical for Lake Mead

Lake Mead, which is a reservoir 
formed by the Hoover Dam on 
the Colorado River in the Nevada 
and Arizona is continuing a 22-year 
downward trend. The water of Lake 
Mead stands at its lowest level since 
April 1937 when the reservoir was 
being filled for the first time. As of 
July 2022, the lake holds 27 percent 
of its total water capacity. This is 
troublesome as the largest reservoir 
in the United States supplies 
millions of gallons of water to 
people across 7 states, tribal lands

On August 25th Mansfield was 
visited by their first comedian of 
the semester: the winner of the 
“Steve Harvey Stand Up Spotlight 
Competition,’ Long John, who 
came all the way from Zimbabwe 
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and parts of Northern Mexico. It 
now provides a stark illustration of 
how climate change and long-term 
droughts have worsened over the 
last 12 centuries. The low water 
levels come at a time when nearly 
75 percent of 9 western states face 


some sort of drought and which 


35 percent of the areas are in an 
exceptional drought. In Colorado 
alone, 83 percent of the state are 
in a drought and snowpack from 
the previous winter is well-below 
average in many places. 
The lake elevation data from 
United States 


the Bureau of 


Reclamation (USBR) reported that 
the lake level to 1040.92 feet in July 
2022 for the first time since April 
1937. According to the USBR lake 
levels at the Hoover Dam should 
remain above 1000 feet to continue 
operating hydropower turbines at 
normal levels. 

About 10 percent of the water 
in Lake Mead comes from local 
precipitation and groundwater each 
year, with the rest coming from the 
snowbelt in the Rocky Mountains 
that flows down the Colorado river 
watershed. The Colorado River 
basin is managed by USBR and 


other agencies to provide electric 
power and water to roughly 40 
million people, including San 
Diego, Las Vegas, Phoenix, Los 
Angeles and 4 to 5 million acres 
of farmland. The river water is 
allotted to states, tribal lands and 
Mexico through laws like the 1922 
Colorado River Compact. USBR 
announced in August 2021 that 
state water allocations would be 
cut in 2022; further modeling and 
negotiation is underway for 2023 


allocations.

In June 2022, USBR issued an 
emergency request to the Colorado 
River basin states to reduce water 
usage by 2 million to 4 million 
acre-feet over the 18 months. If 
water levels continue to drop in 
Lake Mead, the Hoover Dam and 
Colorado River as a whole, this 
will cause problems many people 
in the Southwestern United States. 
The USBR projects that if drought 
conditions persist or worsen 
over the coming decades, the 
situation could have catastrophic 


consequences.

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We are not OVARY-acting: Mansfield’s 
Reproductive Rights Rally

On Sunday, August 28, MU 
held its very own rally and march 
for reproductive rights. Organized 
by MU’s Women’s Center and the 
Women of Tioga County, the rally 
was held on the lawn of Elliot 
Hall and featured poster making, 
speakers from the women’s group 
and Mansfield and a march around 
campus and the surrounding area. 

The Women of Tioga County 
formed primarily on Facebook 
following the overturning of Roe 
vs. Wade by the Supreme Court in 
order to organize and lead protests 
with the goal of raising awareness 
on the right to having access to 


abortions and encouraging more 
voting age people to vote. 

During the time allotted 
making posters, approximately 
fifty people showed up. Some 
came from Wellsboro, where 
there was a similar rally over this 
past summer, and protestors 
came with their own posters in 
tow. Mansfield students attended, 
many of them coming in groups 
and eager to make new posters. 
Some highlights of these posters 
included clever slogans such as 
"We are not Ovary-Acting,” Other 
posters were created by people of 
all ages, from children who toted 
signs saying, "I have a heartbeat 
too," to older people with posters 


reminding everyone of "grandmas 
for choice." 

Around 4:00, there were 
assorted speakers from the Women 
of Tioga County and Nichole 
Book, a MU staff member. 
During her talk, Book gave a few 
important statistics on abortion 
access across the United States. 
While most of these facts seemed 
outlandish or outright scary to 
those who were unfamiliar, it 
is unfortunately true that over 
43 million American women 
are estimated to have ended a 
pregnancy or will end a pregnancy 
by 45 years old. The reality of 
these facts can be disappointing to 
some, but still can be changed with 


the help of activists and voters 
across the nation. 

The Women’s Center, located 
on the third floor of Alumni Hall, 
and the President’s Commission 
on the Status of Women are 
planning to hold another rally 
closer to elections, with more 
information being expected in 
October. Organizer Amanda 
Sanko encourages every Mansfield 
student of voting age to use 
their voices, their votes, and their 
platforms during the upcoming PA 
state election season.

They say there is a first time for 
everything, but rarely is it suggested 
you do everything for the first time 
all at once. I have never taken a 
plane, traveled so far by myself 
before, or ever left the United States 
until now. I have also never used a 
currency aside from the US Dollar 
or have had to learn and regularly 
use phrases in another language 
before. When I boarded the first 
plane with Florence, Italy as my 
final destination, I thought I would 
feel more nervous than I was. I 
certainly didn’t feel like I preparing 
to leave for months on end to study 
at the Santa Reparata International 
School of Art (SRISA). It just 
hadn’t hit yet, and it really still 
hasn't. Honestly, I still feel more 
like I am on vacation, rather than 


living here for nearly four months. 

I didn’t see any other Italy- 
bound students traveling until I 
reached Amsterdam and was in 


line for immigration. I met a fellow 
SRISA student by pure chance in 
the queue for passports, and we 
happened to have the same flight. I 
was so nervous that we would miss 
out flight; the line was very long, it 
was already 8:45 a.m., and we had 
to board at 9:30 a.m. I remember 
being very tired and frazzled after 
my 8-hour red eye flight overseas. 
Somehow, I made my flight, and 
it was full of fellow students from 
all over the States and in so many 
different programs. The excitement 
of the plane was noticeable, and we 
were barely two hours away from 
out destination. Once we landed, 
I joined a group of five heading 
to SRISA campus to check in. It 
felt surreal to just walk out of the 
airport to the taxis and just drive 
off. 

My apartment is a lovely little 
building only a five-minute walk 
from the main campus building. 
Already, so much is different: no 
AC, 


temperamental electricity 


system that is prone to shutting off 
if too many appliances are running, 
and the windows all have shutters. 
But I have a balcony overlooking 
a courtyard, and my roommates 
all are very nice. Luckily, the whole 
building is student apartments. 

I’ve only turned myself around 
a few times navigating the streets; 
I feel weirdly proud of myself 
for being able to get groceries 
and come home to my apartment 
without getting lost. I have to 
get use to the way that items are 
very store-specific: I can only buy 
groceries at the grocery store, 
clothing at the clothing outlet, OTC 
drugs and medical supplies at the 
pharmacy, and hand towels at the 
99-cent store. I still haven’t found 
out where to buy other linens; 
there is no equivalent of Wal-Mart 
or Target here. Oddly enough, 
the campus buildings are scattered 
throughout the city, separate from 
each other. But the narrow streets 
are gorgeous, and I never have 


minded walking places anyway. 

As far as the school goes, the

It is not just the world, United 
States, or Pennsylvania that is 
impacted by climate change 
but it is happening right here in 
Tioga County. According to the 
Community Climate Outlook 
State University, 
“Tioga County residents will face 
increasingly severe weather- and 
climate-related hazards, such as 
heat waves, flooding, and shifting 
seasons.” As the frequency and 
intensity of these local hazards 
change, it is

important for 
communities and local habitants to 
be protected. Seasons are shifting in 
length and timing in Tioga County 
with early springs, a delay in autumn 
and shorter winters. It is true that 
longer periods without frost can 
benefit the crops, but it can also 
limit plant diversity, encourage 
invasive species, and threaten the 
ecosystem’s health. It is projected 
that within the next 50 years that 
frost-free period will average 4 to 7 


weeks longer in Tioga County. 
Future climate will depend on 
the efforts that are taken to reduce 
catbon dioxide emissions from the 
burning of fossil fuels like coal, 
oil, and methane. There are two 
scenatios for the future climate 


based on a combination of climate 
models scaled to Tioga County. The 
first scenario is higher-emissions 
and assumes the continuation of 
increased fossil fuel emission with 
no mitigation. The second scenario 
with lower-emissions is the scenario 
where the issue is tackled and 
emissions of fossil fuels are lower 
and involve stabilizing carbon 
dioxide concentrations before the 
year 2100. 

The Community Climate at 
Penn State states that the extreme 
temperature patterns that Tioga 
County may experience could 
effects: “Human 
health, stream and river health, and 
infrastructure are all threatened by 
higher temperatures. At 95°F, it 


is hard to keep indoor areas and 


have — several 
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out bodies cool. Tioga County’s 
summers are getting hotter. Over 
the past 30 years, it was rare to have 
any days with temperatures above 
95°F in Tioga County. Within the 
next 50 years (by 2070), Tioga 
County can expect a yearly average 
of 4 to 12 days above 95°F, with 
associated increases in cooling 
costs, reduced air quality, and 
heat-related illnesses.” Heatwaves 
kill people and pets, and in 
Pennsylvania more than 80 people 
have died from extreme heat in the 
last decade alone. 

Rain patterns could also be 
disrupted. State notes 
“Heavy rainfall in Tioga County 
is increasing in frequency and 
intensity, causing flash floods, 
landslides, property damage, septic 
backups,

well contamination, 
mold and indoor air quality issues, 
and impacts to water quality in 
local streams and rivers. Annual 
rainfall in Tioga County will likely 
increase by an average of 2 inches 


(2050-2079 average compared to 
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the 1990-2019 average).” If water 
tables would continue to fise it 
can cause septics to back up and 
increase pollution, 
putting drinking water at risk of 
contamination. Changing moisture 
levels impact the spread of mold 
and illnesses including tick and 
mosquito borne diseases as high 
humidity promotes their activity. 
Penn State warns that “Heavy rain 
overwhelms 


groundwater 


and 
drainage systems, causing property 
damage and covering roads. Runoff 
from mountains and hills can lead 
to flash flooding of rivers and 
streams.”

Climate information can guide 
decision making to help Tioga 
County to plan and prepare for 
future weather and climate hazards; 
it is important that action includes 
areas with limited resources and 
people at higher risk. With justice- 
minded planning and preparation, 
Tioga County can build a resilient 
community for current and future 
generations.

Disney go home, you’re drunk. 
Pinocchio 2022 is out on streaming 
and it is not in a great spot with 
another ambitious adaption from 
Guillermo del Toro coming out 
soon.

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Dr. Andrea Harris Retires

During the summer of 2022, 
Dr. Andrea Harris decided to retire 
from MU and move to Denver, 
Colorado. A great professor and 
coworker, Dr. Harris contributed a 
lot to the university in the time she 
spent here. 

Dr. Harris was in a PhD 
program at SUNY Buffalo 
writing her dissertation when she 
discovered MU and decided to 
apply for a position. A native of 
Vermont, Dr. Harris moved to the 
area and searched through college 
guides for nearby colleges that she 
had never heard of. “I applied and 
was invited down for an interview 
with the chair at the time—Walter 
Sanders—who was a wonderful 
person. Everyone misses him. He 
offered me a few classes, which led 
to getting a tenure track position 5 
years later,” she said. 

During her time at the university, 
Dr. Harris taught many different 
classes. These included 
(starting with her favorites): Senior 
Seminar—Virginia Woolf and 
Edith Wharton; Women’s Lit; 
LGBTQ Lit; American Lit Since 
1900; British Lit Since 1900; Intro 
Women’s Studies; Literary Theory; 
Holocaust Lit; Food Lit; American 
Surveys; Intro Lit; and Comp I and 


classes 


II. Through teaching these classes, 
Dr. Harris learned how to gear 
her classes to what worked for her 
students. If something didn’t work 
for a class, she changed it. “When I 
started teaching, I wanted to focus 
on what Pd been studying in grad 
school, but I was teaching Gen Ed 
classes and Comp, so that wasn’t 
a good fit,’ said Dr. Harris. She 
then began to teach contemporary 
American writers who published in 
the 90s. She found that this worked 
better because students loved to 


read about the world they live 
in. “It was fun for me to change 
up my reading lists because I got 
interested in contemporary writers 
like Louise Erdrich, Toni Morrison 
and Dorothy Allison. Students 
responded much better to these 
writers,” she said. 

Dr. Harris’ favorite part about 
teaching these courses at MU was 
her with 
Discussions of literature were a 


interactions students. 
huge component in a course that 
was taught by Dr. Harris because 
she was always interested in what 
her students had to say. “It’s really 
exciting to see what students think 
about literature and how that 
changes from class to class. It was 
also great to see English majors go 
on to teaching, graduate school and 
careers! Our majors are awesome, 
and it’s great to see them thrive,” 
she said. 

In addition to being a professor 
on campus, Dr. Harris served as 
a faculty advisor for two clubs— 
Sigma Tau Delta International 
English Honor Society, Mu Xi 
chapter and an English club that 
published a literary journal called 
Edge City. She served as the advisor 
for Sigma Tau Delta for 8 years, 
until she retired. During that time, 
she and students in the chapter 
accomplished great things. Some 
of these accomplishments include 
helping to fund the building of the 
Sanner Memorial Garden behind 
Retan in memory of Dr. Kristin 
Sanner and winning the national 
Elaine W. Hughes 
chapter advisor award for fostering 


outstanding 


a spirit of scholarly exchange in the 
local chapter. She was nominated 
for the award by the 2017 Mu Xi 
members. In addition to advising 
clubs, Dr. Harris collaborated with 
colleagues and students on projects, 
which she recalled as some of her 


fondest memories. One of these 
projects included working with Dr. 
Pifer as co-director of Women’s 
Studies and holding a week of 
events called “Women’s Art and 
Culture Week” during Women’s 
History Month. Another project 
that she completed was co-editing 
a book of essays on Generation X 
with Dr. John Ulrich, which was a 
big accomplishment for her. 

Dr. Harris misses her friends in 
Belknap, even if they didn’t always 
have time to talk in between classes.

In spite of closing their 
season with a 43-14 loss to the 
Navy Midshipmen at Karl Van 
Norman Field on Senior Day, 
Mountaineers’ sprint football has 
an optimistic outlook on its future. 
The Midshipmen got on the board 
with just over four minutes left in 
first quarter. After Navy got on 
the board again with 13 minutes 
remaining in the first half, the 
Mountaineers responded. At the 
10:47 mark of the second quarter, 
Mountie sophomore QB Cahsid 
Raymond rushed into the end 
zone, and he later connected with 
freshman receiver Beau Schellinger. 
Both opportunities were followed 
by successful conversions from 
sophomore kicker Logan Shull, 
which tied the game at 14-14. 
However, after the Mountaineers’ 
sole scoring run, the Midshipmen 
scored another 29 points to wrap 
up the contest. 

Before the game, John Evans, 
head 
sprint football, sat down with 
The Flashlight to talk about the 
team’s success this season, their 


coach of Mountaineers’s 


plans for the future, and the team’s 
embodiment of their slogan of 
“All Oats in the Water.’ Coach 
Evans said, “We have an odd staff 
this year. We lost four coaches two 
weeks before the season started. 
One of our coaches is currently a 
student here and another one just 
graduated. On the other hand, 
I have four guys with a lot of 
coaching experience ... we’ve kind 
of got a variety.’ The variety in 
experience has contributed to the 
season’s success, and within those 
successes, an intersection of the 
past and present of Mountaineer 
sprint football is evident. This 
season, the Mountaineers beat 
Penn for the first time in 14 years 
in an electrifying 27-24 win. As 
Coach Evans noted, his phone was 
inundated with loads of messages 
from program alumni as soon as 


the final whistle blew. “Dr. Hanna, 
John Ulrich, all kinds of guys that 
played for us messaged me ... A 
lot of them were there and took 
the time to be part of it,’ Evans 
said. Following the game, Coach 
Evans tweeted that the win against 
Penn “went especially out to a great 
group of alumni who got the show 
rolling five years ago and started to 
turn the program around.” 

This win, along with their win 
against Cornell, signified that the 
program has made strides to be 
capable of conquering the Ivy 
Leagues. While the Mountaineers 
may have been 
considered out of their depth 
while competing against big-name

schools, the team’s development 
has said schools looking over 
their shoulders. As Coach Evans 
recounted, “Cornell had a slogan 
four years ago, “Don’t be the one.”
